Bitterly Denied by Truman. 

Brownell’s charge, bitterly 
denied by Truman, apparently 
was the first move of a new ad- 
ministration political offensive. 

Brownell’s action was ap- 
proved in advance by Eisenhow- 
er and followed by only two 
days a declaration by Senators 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
that Republieans could blame | 
their election defeats on failure 
to talk about Communists-in- 
government.

U.S., SWEDISH SHIPS 
COLLIDE OFF REICH 
COAST; 7 DROWN 


BREMERHAVEN, Germany, 
Nov. 7 (UP)—Seven Swedish 
seamen drowned last night 
when a Swedish steamer col- 
lided with an American Liberty 
ship and sank near the mouth 
of the Weser river, port authori- 
¢ties said today. 

Eighteen survivors of the 
2258-ton Swedish ship, the 
Bjoerkoe, were picked up and 
taken here. They included a 28- 
year-old woman radio operator, 
Mirham Eskola, of Finland. 

“She stayed aboard ship until 
the very last minute, risking her 
life to send out radio calls,” the 
third officer of Bjoerkoe said. 

No serious damage or injuries 
were reported aboard: the 
American ship, the 7176-ton 
Seawind, owned by the Sea 
Traders Shipping Co. of New 
York and under charter by the 
United States Military Sea 
Transport Service. The Swedish 
vessel was heavily laden with 
ore. 
Bodies of five seamen were 
recovered.

A witness who said he saw Po-

Wolff told the Post-Dispatch 
he is positive neither of the men 
was Patrolman Elmer Dolan, 
who accompanied Shoulders to 
the Town House to arrest Hall, 
kidnap-killer of young Bobby 
Greenlease. 

Neither Hall Nor Hager. 

The grocer also said he “felt 
sure” neither man was Hall or 
John Hager, taxicab driver who 
met Shoulders near the apart- 
ment hotel after giving him a 
tip on the kidnaper’s suspicious 
activities. 

Wolff fixed the time of the 
incident at “shortly before” 9 
p.m. on Oct. 6. Hall was booked 
at the Newstead avenue police 
station, where he was taken by 
Shoulders and. Dolan, at 8:57 
p.m. 

“I had parked my car in an 
apartment garage on Pershing 
and was walking east to my 
apartment at 307 Union boule- 
vard when I saw three men 
come hurriedly out of the front 
door of the Town House,” Wolff 
told a reporter. 

“I was right in front of the 
place and I’m sure one of the 
men Was Shoulders. He was in 
Civilian clothes, had on a black 
tie and was wearing tortois shell 
glasses. I was within two feet of 
him and the lighting was good. 
He was carrying a shiny black 
suitcase. 


Went to Parked Auto.

there. -The other two men cut 
across the lawn and walked east 
to the southwest corner of 
Union and Pershing. They also 
were in civilian clothes but were 
smaller than Shoulders. 
“Neither was handcuffed. One

BRITAIN TO END WHISKY 
RATIONING AT YEAR-END 


Scotch Production Almost Back 
to Normal, but Price Is Likely 
to Prevent a Rush. 
LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP)—Hap- 
py days are again for Britons— 
whisky comes off the ration at 

the end of this year. 

Since the war, Britons have 
seen their scotch dwindle to a 
trickle while supplies were sent 
abroad to earn dollars. But with 
production almost back to nor- 
mal, the government is. drop- 
ping its scheme of giving liquor 
merchants a yearly quota based 
on a small proportion of their 
prewar sales. 

A sudden rush on the whisky 
stores is thought unlikely, how- 
ever. With scotch selling at 34 
shillings ($4.76) a bottle, most 
Britons still can’t afford it. 


PROBABLY MOST POWERFUL 
RADIO STATION COMPLETED 


SEATTLE, Nov. 7 (AP)—The 
Navy has set the date for dedi- 
cation of what is believed to be 
the world’s most powerful ra- 
dio transmitter. 

The 1,000,000-watt station at 
Jim Creek in the Cascade foot- 
hills northeast of Seattle offi- 
cially will become an installation 
in the Thirteenth Naval district 
on Nov. 18. 

The date was announced by R. 
Adm. Allan Smith, commandant 
of the thirteenth district, who 
said Adm. Robert B. Carney, 
chief of naval operations, will be 
the dedication speaker.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7 (AP)—De- | 
| fense Minister Nikolai Bulganin, 
accusing the United States of 
warlike aims, declared today in 
a Red Square speech that recent 
Soviet armed forces, maneuver- 
ing with modern arms and in 
nearly real combat conditions, 
had “achieved a great deal to 
enhance their military prepared- 
ness.” 

The greatest emphasis at the 
massive celebration of the thirty- 
sixth anniversary. of the 1917 
Red revolution was on the civil- 
ian side, however. The Com- 
munist party and government 
shortened the military part of 
the big parade. A mass demon- 
strafion gave the day the ap- 
pearance of a great civilian fes- 
tival. . 

This was in line with the pro- 
gram of Premier Malenkov’s 
government to push production 
drives in agriculture and con- 
sumer goods in order to im- 
prove the living standards of the 
Russian people in two or three 
years.

Double-Take in the U.N. 


American policy on the U.N.’s genocide con- 
vention—to outlaw mass murder for racial, re- 
ligious or political reasons—is best described as 
a policy of the double-take. 

First our delegates in the General Assembly 
voted to urge all nations to speed up ratification 
of the genocide pact. Then Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr, issued a statement saying the 
vote did not commit this country to hasten its 
own ratification, ‘ 

The U.N. resolution requested the fullest 
spread of information about the pact. But the 
Lodge statement said our vote did not authorize 
“propaganda” about the issue in the United 
States. 

Naturally, other U.N. delegations were dum- 
founded. They wanted to know if the United 
States opposed what it had voted for, and how 
in any case the United States could prevent the 
spread of information. Mr. Lodge only replied 
that his statement “spoke for itself.” 

This back-tracking puts the United States in a 
most awkward position. Genocide is one of the 
worst of crimes. No nation in its right mind 
would oppose efforts to outlaw such a crime. 
Yet, having worked for the genocide convention 
in the U.N., and having voted for it there, the 
United States has done little to accept the pact 
for itself. 

The genocide convention is dated 1948. Presi- 
dent Truman sent it to the Senate in 1949. A 
Senate Foreign Relations subcommittee urged 
ratification in 1950. And one of the strongest 
Senate advocates of ratification was the present 
Secretary of State, John Foster Dulles. Yet that 
is where the work stopped, three years ago. 

The backing and filling began because the 
“states’ rights” supporters inside and outside 
the Senate argued that a genocide convention 
might interfere with our domestic law. The 
State Department proposed reservations which 
would prevent such misuse of the pact. Yet the 
fear of the convention persists. 

Obviously the American vote in the U.N. was 
meant as a gesture to the world, while the 
Lodge statement was appeasement for the critics 

at home—those whom Senator Lehman bitterly 
calls “the hysterical element.” 

This double-take cannot fool anybody here 
or abroad. It merely leaves the world to specu- 
late on why the United States refuses to accept 
what it urges on everybody else.

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4200 Missouri Farmers Speak 


Forty-two hundred Missouri farmers who an- 
swered a questionnaire leave no room for doubt 
where they stand on the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s proposal to let. the people locally 
handle their power problems. 

The way most of these 4200 farmers are 
handling their power problems locally is by 
telling the Eisenhower Administration to get 
back on the job. 

The questionnaire was circulated by the Mis- 
souri Farmers Association. Ninety-four and a 
half per cent of the answers favor Government 
transmission lines from Government dams and 
steam plants. Only 3.2 per cent favor the Ad- 
ministration’s policy of leaving transmission of 
public power up to private companies. 

Ninety-seven per cent favor the preference 
clause giving cooperatively and. municipally 
owned distribution systems first call on electric 
power from Govérnmeht’ plants.” The Admin- 
istration has dealt a crippling,.if not a death, 
blow to the preference clause in the new policy 
it has enunciated to start in the Missouri Valley. 

Ninety-three and seventenths of the 4200 
farmers believe the Government should build 
and own the hydro-electric dams on public 
waters. Only 3.3 per cent favor turning the 
sites over to private companies ag the Admin- 
istration did at Hell’s Canyon, on the Snake 
river in the Pacific Northwest. 

Ninety-seven per cent believe the Government 
should make loans at reasonable rates to REA 
co-operatives to build steam plants and trans- 
mission lines. Only: nine-tenths of 1 per cent 
favor the present Administration policy of with- 
holding steam plants and transmission lines 
from co-operatives, | 

If the Departments of Interior and Agricul- 
ture, the White House, and Congress have their 
ears anywhere near the ground, let them listen 
to these words from a Missouri farmer: 

“If the Government is going to give away 
our power dams, why not give them to farmers?” 
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So Many Scare So Easy 

Two members of the Shaftsbury, Vt., school 
board quit because an official. history of the 
state, cleared by Gov. Lee E. Emerson, was called 
“subversive” by 15 or 20 townsmen. The third 
member is “seeing this thing through.” 

A sobbing teacher, full of fezr, has denounced 
her superintendent because he attended Teach- 
ers College, Columbia University, reports School 
Board Member Hodding Carter of Greenville, 
Miss. 

The list of such hard-to-believe reports—com- 
ing all the way from Pasadena to New York— 
is getting longer and longer: principals ousted, 
teachers discharged, books banned. And what's 
worse: talk, talk, talk—not talk any more about 
So-and-So being “subversive,” but talk about 
people being just “controversial.” * 

Speakers are denied platforms. Men and 
women are afraid to go to meetings, to listen to 
the discussions which just a few years ago they 
deemed essential to their duty as voters in a 
democracy. But now, play it safe, don’t say any- 
thing, don’t go anywhere. Fear—silly, half-crazy 
fear, that’s what it is. 

It hit Houston, Texas, too. The Deputy Super- 
intendent of Schools was dropped as “too con- 
troversial.” But the Houston Post and Reporter 
Ralph O’Leary, formerly of St. Louis, had the 
courage to ask: What is this all about? Houston 
has seen no sign of Reds, so why all the scare? 
And they found out who was spreading the near- 
hysteria: a few hundred females banded togeth- 
er in the Houston Chapter of the Minute Women 
of the U.S.A., Inc. 

The Minute Women were founded in Norwalk, 
Conn., it seems, by the Belgian-born sister of 
the Belgian ambassador to the United States, 
but they are all 100 per cent American—and fast 
workers on the telephone. When an individual 
member spots somebody or something “contro- 
versial,” she calls another member; that mem- 
ber calls five others, and so on. It’s an easy way 
to jam the Mayor’s switchboard or the School 
Superintendent’s. 

And do not think that these Minute Women 
are one bit less alert than the men of Lexing- 


ton and Concord, Why, once they warned the 


nation that “troops flying the United Nations 
flag took over several American cities in a 
surprise move, throwing the Mayors in jail and 
locking up the Police Chiefs.” © 

This is a free country, and that gives the 
Minute Women a pretty wide franchise. We cer- 
tainly do not want to revoke it. We have always 
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felt that if you let the “lunatic fringe’ talk, it 
will quickly expose its lunacy, 

But we are getting a little worried about the 
people who do not recognize lunacy when they 
hear it. We are a little concerned for those 
speakers who cannot get halls and those authors 
who cannot sell their books, not those that are 
subversive, but only the “controversial” ones 
(the ones you can look up if “Who's Who.”) 
This country was born in controversy and draws 
its strength from controversy. We do not want 
to see that strength sapped. And that is why we 
wish these days that so many people would not 
scare so easy. 
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The Scuttling of the Weather Ships 


Apparently the 7-year-old North Atlantic chain 
of weather-reporting ships, which has been of 
great assistance to ship and plane traffic and 
has filled a big gap in the international me- 
teorological network, is to be scuttled by the 


United States. The Air Co-ordinating Commit-' 


tee, representing several Government depart- 
ments dealing with air policy, is reported as de- 
termined to see the United States withdraw its 
14 vessels from the 25-ship fleet maintained by 
15 nations. 

Thus, at a time when the free nations of the 
world should be pulling together wherever pos- 
sible, the United States will quit a valuable co- 
operative enterprise in which its 14 partners 
were among its best friends. The money saving 
will be about $17,500,000. The loss of prestige 
will be incalculable. 

After the United States recently notified the 
International Civil Aviation Organization, a 
United Nations agency, of its plan to withdraw 
its ships by next July, a State Department 
spokesman made an explanation: The conclusion 
had been reached after long study that the serv- 
ice was no longer needed and while economy 
was an “important factor” it was not the prime 
reason. The spokesman added that increased 
efficiency of air navigation and the possibility 
of supplementing weather reports by obtaining 
data from planes in flight made the weather 
ship service unnecessary. 

This explanation may well be questioned. For 
instance, the weather ships send up small bal- 
loons that record data at all strata while planes 
can only give data on the weather at their own 
altitude. The whole proposal to withdraw from 
the weather ship network is questioned by eight 
scientists of the Department of Meteorology and 
Oceanography, New York University, whose 
evaluation of the trans-Atlantic weather ship 
chain is printed in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion. The reasons they advance for retain- 
ing the service are cogent and come from eight 
mien well qualified to speak on the subject. 

Secretary of State Dulles, who has been so 
busy trying to maintain excellent relations with 
friendly nations, seems to have missed a good 
bet when he allowed the Air Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee to get away with its sabotage of the 
North Atlantic Ocean Weather Stations Program. 
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The Freeholders Win Friends 


The extent to which the freeholders planning 
the Metropolitan Sewer District have been alert 
to improve their work and to create a charter 
that is fair and equitable can be measured in 
their handling of Berkeley City’s complaint. 

Berkeley had invested some $149,000 in facili- 
ties for the treatment of raw. sewage. under the 
impression that its upstream neighbor, Carson- 
ville, would help carry the load: Through an in- 
advertence, the freeholders’ plan might have 
permitted Carsonville residents to become free 
riders. 

When the fault was called to the attention of 
the freeholders they quickly corrected it and, in 
the doing, paved the way for equity in any simi- 
lar situation that might arise. This was done by 
authorizing the Sewer District to create sub- 
districts in which all residents benefiting from 
a facility would carry their fair share of its cost. 

By recognizing and correcting a shortcoming 
in their own work, the freeholders have won 
support in Berkeley and, perhaps more impor- 
tant, have improved prospects for success of this 
first venture in metropolitan co-operation. 
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Challenge to Mr. Brownell 

James W. Connor, director of the St. Louis 
Crime Commission, accuses the Justice Depart- 
ment of lack of interest in a further investiga- 
tion into labor racketeering here. 

The record indeed looks strange. Last July a 
federal grand jury issued a shocking report that 
corrupt labor practices were probably worse in 
the St. Louis area than in any other in the na- 
tion. Sixteen indictments of labor leaders fol- 
lowed. 

Heartened by this good work, United States 
District Judge George H. Moore extended the 
grand jury’s term and impaneled a second, both 
charged with labor investigations. This is the 
first time, Mr. Connor says, that two grand jur- 
ies with the same principa] purpose have existed 
side by side here. 

Yet the grand juries have had nothing fur- 
ther to do. They are poised, but immobile. Mr. 
Connor, speaking to the National Association of 
Citizens’ Crime Commissions in Kansas City, 
charged that the Justice Department has offered 
no guidance, He added that Attarney General 
Brownell has been deaf to appeals to carry on 
the investigation. 

The Justice Department's attitude is not con‘ 
sistent with the “crusading” promises of the new 
Attorney General, and certainly not consistent 
with the department's work here last summer. 
If labor rackets are so bad, if St. Louis is the hot 
spot of all spots, surely one inquiry and 16 in- 
dictments do not close the case. 

It is as if the Justice Department offered a 
dramatic first act, then rang down the curtain 
and stopped the show. St. Louis wants to know 
when the second act begins. 
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Cigarettes and Lung Cancer 

Cigarette smoking and cancer of the lung 
have begun to be linked so frequently in reports 
from medical meetings that it ought to be a 
cause for real concern among the cigarette man- 
ufacturers. 

At the Southern Medical Association’s gather- 
ing in Atlanta, for example, Dr. French K. Han- 
sel of St. Louis said the increasing frequency of 
lung cancer in this country has paralleled the 
rise in the use of cigarettes. By 1970 this form 
of cancer may become the most common among 
men, he’ declared. 

The cigarette makers are likely to hear more 
of this kind of talk: The best way for them to 
deal with it is not to shut their ears, but to ac- 
cept their clear responsibility to find out if 
there is something in cigarettes that ought not 
to be there, If there is, they can remove it. If 
not, they are in the clear. 

The first step ought to be a substantial num- 
ber of grants for independent medical research.

Our Mistake on Weather Ships 


The Mirror 
of

..A Letter to The 


As professional meteorologists we 
were disturbed to learn of the decision 
of the United States Government to 
withdraw from the North Atlantic 
weather ship network of the Interna- 
tional Civil Aviation Organization 
(1.C.A.0.). We hope that this action 
will be reconsidered. 

The withdrawal of the United States 
from the I.C.A.0. weather chain will 
destroy an essential part of the still in- 
complete world-wide meteorological 
network. The major gaps in this net- 
work, which scientists have been try- 
ing to complete over a period of 100 
years, lie over the oceans. 

Although commercial vessels supply 
much information about the surface 
weather over the oceans, only the 
weather ships of the I.C.A.O, network 
provide regular observations of the 
wind and weather in the upper atmo- 
sphere. These upper-air observations 
are used by meteorologists to forecast 
wind and weather for commercial and 
military aviation. 

A blackout of upper-air information 
over the North Atlantic will not only 
jeopardize the safety of commercial fly- 
ing in the region but will also hamper 
the high level, long-range flight opera- 
tions of United States military services. 

The pre-eminence of the United 
States in the field of meteorology has 
been based to a large extent on its 
expenditures for upper-air observations 
and the enlargement of the meteorologi- 
cal network. These investments in 
science have paid handsome dividends 
in the form of scientific discoveries of 
great importance to the United States. 


Base for Extensive Research 


The scientific “profits” of the North 
Atlantic weather ships cannot be meas- 
ured in terms only of the immediate, 
day-to-day uses to which they are put. 
Account must be taken also of the vast 
amount of meteorological research 
which depends on these observations 
and from which we derive long-range 
benefits. 

Within the last decade American 
meteorologists have made many scien- 
tific confributions, One of these was 
the discovery of the “jet stream” in 
the upper atmosphere which has had 
a profound influence on both commer- 
cial and military aviation. Another has 
been the development of techniques for 
long-range weather forecasting with its 
agricultural and military implications. 
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Group of professional meteorologists says Government errs in 
backing out of international weather ship network; no nation 
profits more from information gathered from these ships; me- 
teorological discoveries benefit aviation, agriculture, defense,

Perhaps most important of a}! has 
been the development of aechnign os for 
weather forecasting using high-speed 
electronic calculating machines, This 
promises to solve some of the most dif- 
ficult problems of weather forecasting. 

All of these discoveries have been 
based on upper-air observations and 
ocean networks. Without the oceanic 
data, research and development in these 
fields will be severély limited and ap- 

lication of. long-range and electronic 
orecasting techniques impossible. 

It may further be added that the 


‘weather ships have accumulated during 


the period of their operation much 
needed information about the tempera- 
ture of the uppermost layers of the 
ocean, information which otherwise is 
obtained only sporadically during 
oceanographic research cruises. Such 
data are valuable not only for naval 
operations, but also for the study of 
the interaction between the sea and 
the air, and for the fishing industry. 


Alternatives to Withdrawal 


It should also be stated that any en- 
largement of the meteorologica) net- 
work must benefit the United States, 
with its large Navy and Air Force and 
its world-wide interests and influence, 
more than any other nation. 

The most distressing aspect of the 
Government’s decision is the complete- 
ness of our withdrawal from. the 
weather chain. Even ship station Ho- 
tel, which lies off the coast of the 
United States and which is used by 
meteorologists for forecasting the 
movement of storms and hurricanes 
which might affect the east coast of the 
United States, is to be withdrawn. 

We are aware of the rather high cost 
of operating the United States weather 
ships. But there are various less drastic 
remedies than a complete discontinu- 
ance of the program. 

One would be to let the Norwegians 
take over the United States’ part in the 
program, since the Norwegians can ap- 
parently operate this program at about 
one fifth of the cost. Another possi- 
bility would be to have a private firm 
undertake this service on a contract 
basis, since there is reason to believe 
that it would be possible to operate 
the required vessels at a smaller expen- 
diture than the Coast Guard cutters. 

Eventually it will probably be pos- 
sible to use automatic weather stations 
to obtain the scientific data now gath- 
ered by the weather ships. But until 
such robot observatories are perfected 
the lack of ship observations would be 
a severe handicap to aerial navigation 
and short and long-range foretasting. 

It is hoped that at least the extent 
of our withdrawal from the I.C.A.O. 
weather ship chain be reconsidered.

Between Book Ends 


Fletcher's Flight 


DEEP I$ THE NIGHT, by James Wellard. (Farrar, 
Strauss & Young, ze! pgs., $3.)

Occasionally, the reader comes across 
an unostentatious novel, likely to be 
lost in the shuffle of competing best 
sellers, whose ‘tale and its telling is an 
une tedly thoughtful and movi 
delight. Such is James Wellard’s nove 
of North Africa. 

This is a lucidly written and intelll- 
gent book, almost nineteenth ¢entury 
in its firm adherence to the virtues 
of a recognizable plot, but pervaded 
by a thoroughly contemporary knowl- 
edge and sympathy for psychological 
values. It is Mark Flecher’s story, as 
he is revealed in the diaries written out 
of his own self-doubt and through the 
eyes of the people who had known him 
—among them the wife abandoned 
when hé fled into the desert, the wife 
who still faithfully reflects his image, 
even in her despair. 

El Zouar was a desolate oasis on 
the edge of the Western Sahara, where 
nothing lay beyond but hundreds of 
miles of shifting desert sands. But 
there, Fletcher left his wife to shift 
for herself when he joined a salt cara- 
van bound fer the legendary land of 
the Tuareg, beyond the reach of the 
French police with their well-founded 
murder charge. f 

When the emissary from his father, 
an eminent American judge who had 
already “fixed” the murder rap, arrived, 
there was only the wife in El Zouar. 
This was Laila, with her bleached hair 
and tawdry European finery, a woman 
of the Ouled Nails, a tribe whose 
women were bred and trained for the 
brothels of the African ports. 

Patiently, step by step, with the un- 
willing aid of Laila, the emissary re- 
constructed the events leading up to 
Fletcher's disappearance. What was it, 
he wondered, that led Fletcher, the son 
of a wealthy old-time Baltimore family, 
and the representative of a renowned 
American foundation, to stake his life 
and future on the love of a tattooed 
UWesert girl whom he had rescued from 
a brothel, only to abandon her in the 
end? 

Mr. Wellard answers this question in 
one of the most unusual and absorbing 
novels of recent years. Essentially this 
is the story of a vivid and strong per- 
sonality who had left the imprint on 
everything he touched. 


Revolutionary Romance 


THE EAGLE AND THE WIND, by Herbert €. 
Stover. (Dodd, Mead, 308 pgi., $3.00.) 
“Neither the eagle nor the wind will 

ever wear a yoke, boys. Trap either 
and it dies,” the old trader philosophiz- 
ed as his campfire warmed a patch 
of Susquehanna wild2rness. His meta- 
phor appeared to intimate the impend- 
ing rebellion against Britain, but for 
his two companions it held deliberately 
personal meaning. 

To Migun, the young Delaware who 
talked and thought like a white man, 
it was an astute appraisal of his resist- 
ance to civilized convention; to Jeffry 
Claus, the kindly trader’s bondsman, it 
reflected Mark Fultz’s contempt for the 
colonial system of indentured servitude. 
Fatherly Mark’s will, scrawled across 
the indenture paper, would free Jeff. 

On Fultz’s untimely death, however, 
the document disappears. Jeff, denied 
recourse, is bound as a gunsmith to the 
master of Ribner Trading Post, where 
the Tory’s brutality and his sultry 
wife’s trickery force Jeff's escape with 
Migun to Indian territory. A fradulent 
murder charge places a tempting price 
on‘his head, but friendly backwoodsmen 
refuse his surrender. Meanwhile, in- 
spired by a flaxen-haired girl, Jeff aids 
the greater struggle for freedom against 
the British. At length, he recovers the 
fateful document and clears his name. 

In his fourth novel of the Revolution, 
Bucknell University’s able 
dramatizes the plight of non-combatants 
in Central Pennsylvania, the arsenal 
and granary of the Continental forces.

Two-thirds of the rural popu- 
lation of the United States, or 
40,000,000 people, do not be- 
ine to any church or denomina- 
tion. 

This was reported last week 
at the tenth annual national con- 
vocation on Church in Town and 
Country held at St. Paul, Minn. 
The report on church member- 
ship was made by the Rev. Dr. 
A. D. Mattson of Augustana 
Seminary, Rock Island, Ill. 

More than 700 religious and 
farm leaders, pastors and lay- 
men from 29 states took part 
in the meeting. 

The Rev. Claude John Snyder 
of St. Louis attended the con- 
vocation. He is secretary of the 
town and country department, 
Board of National Missions, 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. 

The commission on radio and 
television warned the clergy and 
lay delegates that “religious 
programming bogged down in a 
rut, grinding out in the same 
stale manner year after year, is 
not only poor radio but certain- 


ly not the best portrayal of the 
churches’ live ministries.” 

The Rev. Dr. R. C. Smith of 
Garrett Biblical Institute, Evans- 
ton, IIL, said: “We face reorien- 
tation of our culture, as man 
stands without significant guid- 
ance at the point af newly- 
achieved power.” 

Gothic architecture is “gen- 
erally outdated,” the commission 
on’ church building declared. 
“An edifice should be ‘the best 
building in town’ and in keep- 
ing with contemporary trends.” 

The American habit of “pok- 
ing fun” at the rural scene and 
the country minister's “dog's 
life” has had its effect in cre- 
ating shortages of pastors and 
students willing to serve a rural 
church, the commission on re- 
cruiting and training said. 

The commission on commun- 
ity dynamics reported that “com- 
munities are dynamic in propor- 
tion to their willingness to make 
sacrifices to reach higher ends, 
respond to redemptive leader- 
ship as provided—and with love 
—by the church.”

SALADS and creamed dishes 
are the most popular ways to 
serve tuna, but perhaps you 
would like to try a few other 
methods. There is a casserole 
that calls for cooked elbow 
macaroni and for cheese.

With the casserole, frozen 
asparagus is often used because 
it gives a good color contrast. 
There is always salad, and noth- 
ing is better than sliced toma- 
toes with onion rings.

Tuna Fish-Potato Souffle. 

One 7-ounce can tuna, drained 
oil from can, one tablespoon 
minced onion, one-fourth cup 
minced celery, two tablespoons 
minced parsley, dash Tabasco 
sauce, three cups mashed pota- 
toes, three egg yolks, salt to 
taste, three egg whites, well 
beaten. 


Flake tuna fish. Add drained 
oil and seasoning to mashed po- 
tatoes. Beat in egg yolks. Add 
flaked tuna and test for salt. 
Fold mixture into beaten egg 
whites and place in greased cas- 
serole. Bake in moderate oven 
(350° F.) about 4% hour until 
lightly browned. Serve with to- 
mato, mushroom or cheese sauce. 
Yield: six servings. 

Tuna-Macaroni Casserole. 


One package (eight-ounce) el- 
bow macaroni, one 7-ounce can 
tuna fish, one can condensed 
celery or mushroom soup, one 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, 
one cup grated cheese. 

Cook macaroni according to 
directions on package. Drain. 
Flake tuna and combine with oil 
from can with macaroni. Season 
soup with Worcestershire sauce. 
Com with tuna-m-caroni 
mixture. Place in casserole and 
sprinkle with cheese. Bake in 
moderately hot oven (425° F.) 
about 15 minutes until cheese 
melts.

The 
facts are, however, that East had 
no double of three no-trump, 
even though that contract could 
have been slaughtered: and 
South was obviously flirting 
with catastrophe in staying at 
three no-trump—but he col- 
lected a big reward for doing 


60. 

West, with no thought but 
that of setting up his long suit, 
opened the queen of clubs—and 
South promptly ran off nine 
tricks, collecting the game and 
rubber. 

This outcome was quite a bit 
different from what would have 
oceurred if West had used some 
imagination on his opening lead. 
The bidding was extremely sig- 
nificant. Surely, the fact that 
South had not only bid no-trump 
but, when doubled, had refused 
to “run,” was ample evidence 
that he had the club king, and 
West could not afford to ignore 
the fact that East had passed on 
one club and so presumably was 
not well supplied with high 
cards. This meant that it would 
probably be touch and go to de- 
feat three no-trump, and that 
the immediate concession of a 
club trick to the enemy might 
be fatal 


The most logical action West 
could take was to lay down the 
heart king, thus getting a look 
at the dummy. Then, when East 
did his best to encourage a 
heart continuation by playing 
the five, West should continue 
(since he would “miss” the heart 
deuce), and the club 10 return 
by East would result in a 1400- 
point penalty. 


Anfant: Deaths

ROGRESS in the field of in- 

fant mortality during the past 

50 years has been phenome- 
nal. In the year 1900, a total of 
1773 infant deaths (deaths under 
one year) occurred in St. Louis 
giving us a rate of 164 deaths per 
1000 live births. In 1949, 452 
such deaths were recorded by 
the Health Division resulting in 
a rate of 25.3 per 1000 live 
births, the lowest rate ever re- 
corded here. 

Since 1949 our infant death 
rate has steadily increased each 
year, reaching a rate of 31.9 
(607 deaths) in 1952, with every 
indication that this rate will be 
even higher for 1953. 

It is most discouraging to 
know that in 1952, St. Louis had 
the unenviable distinction of 
having the highest infant death 
rate of any major city in the 
United States. Consider this par- 
tinent fact: If our 1949 rate of 
25.3 had prevailed for 1952, in- 
stead of our actual rate of 31.9, 
a total of 128 infant deaths would 
have been prevented. 

increasing infant death 
rate poses a most serious com- 
munity health problem because 
the relationship between the in- 
fant death rate and the over-all 
health status of a community has 
been so well established that 
public health authorities have 
come to consider the infant mor- 
tality rate as the most delicate 
and most important index of the 
sound development, and the 
measure of the cultural level of 
any community. The newborn 
healthy baby is the community’s 
greatest asset. 

The St. Louis Gynecological 
Society, the St. Louis Pediatric 
Society, and the St. Louis Acad- 
emy of General Practice, taking 
cognizance of our high infant 
death rate, have set up a joint 
committee for the purpose of fn- 
vestigating all infant deaths and 
stillbirths occurring in St. Louis 
hospitals.
